tempt of the black man to throw 
off his colonial rulers. 


The Portuguese—know they are 


at war. They are meeting terror 
with more terror, frenzied hatred 
with vengeance. 


Thousands Died 


In the process many of the 4% 


million people in an area twice 
the size of Texas are fearing for 
their lives. An uncountable num- 
ber — well into the thousands 
have already died. 


The uprising is now in its fourth 


month and shows signs only of 
intensifying. 


Planes and boats with Portu- 


guese troops arrive weekly, build- 
ing up for sweeping operations 
late next month when the tall ele-

rillas of their best hiding places.

In a con- 
flict in which the generating ol 
fear is the chief weapon for both 
sides, quick and simple death is 
too easy. 


Atrocity stories—so easily exag- 


gerated—are too consistent anc 
well documented to be disbe- 
lieved. Burials alive, mass de- 
capitations, cutting up of bodies 
are matters of fact. They are be- 
ing committed by both sides. 


A widespread native superssti- 


tion is that people killed by bul- 
lets can be resurrected, for their 
bodies are still intact. Therefore 
the Africans must make certain 
their victims will not come alive 
to betray them. And the white 
men must convince the natives 
that death is real and final. 


Uprising Fraudulent 


Longtime Portuguese residents 


are 
convinced the uprising is 


fraudulent as a nationalist move- 
ment. 


The attacks have been directed 


in many cases launched, from out- 
side the country, across the fron- 
tier of the former Belgian Congo. 
Other independent African coun- 
tries are open in their moral andT 
financial support for the natives. 


Foreign Trained 


Portuguese military intelligence 


sources state flatly that at least 
five of the top leaders of the up- 
rising received training for sub 
versive activity in Czechoslovakia 
and the Soviet Union. They claim 
to have found thousands of Com- 
munist 
propaganda 
pamphlets 


among the attackers. 


They say the primitive warri- 


ors have been drugged with mari- 
juana and whipped into frenzies of 
natred by sorcery and magic. 


Portuguese Repression 


On their side the nationalist 


eadcrs—outside the country — in 
^eopolclville—tell of centuries of 
Portuguese 
colonial repression. 


Though many of them have lived 
outside the colony they consider 
themselves true Angolans. If they 
went abroad for a foreign educa- 
;ion, it could be because there is 
lot one institute of higher learn- 
ng in Angola and no more than 
'our high schools.

R-Oconto, should 
oppose granting such ordinary' powers to 
the state 
traffic 
patrol. 
Sen. 
LaFave 


argued that the sheriffs throughout the 
state have expressed a willingness to depu- 
tize the members of the state traffic pa- 
trol but that the Motor Vehicle Depart- 
ment has declined the offer. His argument 
was quickly shattered 
by Sen. Robert 


Knowles, R-New Richmond, who pointed 
out that the sheriff can only deputize a 
person who lives in his county and that 
many state traffic officers work in several 
counties. 


The bill similar to the one passed by 


the senate was defeated in the assembly, 
46 to 44, some time ago. 
It would seem 


that among the 46 who voted against the 
bill, someone somehow could find two as- 
semblymen willing to put common sense 
and the welfare of Wisconsin ahead of pet- 
ty political interests. 


The opposition to this legislation by or- 


ganized labor is just plain nonsense and 
should be ignored. The opposition by the 
state sheriffs and county traffic officers 
is political interference that should be 
squelched. 


Nicknames on the Ballot

the nation's major political action 
groups in the conservative wing. 


Yet the militant while suprema- 


cist finds an area of agi cement in 
many pronouncements of, say, 
The Birch Society. The Birchcrs. 
for their part, may find little to 
argue with some key political con- 
cepts of the segregationists. 


Among the tensions giving im- 


petus to political militancy today, 
desegregation is one. Commu- 
nism's advances in the Cold War 
is another. 


On occasion, reactions overlap. 


Some segregationist action groups 
freely 
identify 
their opponents 


with the "Communist conspiracy." 
Militant right-wing gioups, while 
not concerned with integration as 
such, espouse states rights princi- 
ples and opposition to federal in- 
tervention in that area — tenets, 
also, of activist pro-segregation 
groups. 


Welch's Charges 


For example, Birch leader Ro- 


bert Welch insists his society's ef- 
forts to' impeach Chief Justice 
Earl Warren "is based on his at- 
tempt to change this (country) 
from a republic to a democracy, 
and we particularly stay clear of 
basing it on the May 17, 1954, 
segregation decision" of the Su- 
preme Court. 


"That's just one of about 20 dif- 


ferent 
decisions," said Welch,

rights."

"The 1954 Supreme Court de- 


cision shook the south violently," 
he says.

"Outdoor Living," one of the ma-

Being Under - Secretary

WASHINGTON (AP) - 
Ivari 


Nestingen likes his new job as 
Under-secretary of Health. Edu- 
cation and Welfare. "But," he 
adds with a smile, "I have a 
great deal to learn." 


The former mayor of Madison, 


Wis., is the administrative officer 
of the vast department which 
annually spends some four billion 
dollars. 


Nestingen was one of the first 


boosters in Wisconsin for John F. 
Kennedy for President. 


"I announced for Kennedy in 


late April of 1959," he said. 


He was rewarded when Presi- 


dent Kennedy named him the 
No. 2 man in the department to 
Secretary Abraham Ribicoff. 


Nestingen conceded to an inter- 


viewer in his large office suite 
that perhaps not all of the thou- 
sands of department 
employees 


are familiar with his name. 


Large Department 


He told this story as an illus- 


tration: A person in the state 
wrote him seeking a job in the 
department. Nestingen sent the 
applicant's letter to the Office of 
Education, a part of the depart- 
ment, with a notation asking that 
the application be considered. 


In about a week he received a 


letter from the Office of Educa- 
tion saying that Nestingen would 
be considered for the job, along 
with various other applicants, and 
that he would have to taka a 
civil service examination. 


"I just sent a memo down 10 


the office suggesting they with-! 


draw my name from the candi- 
dates," he said. 


Nestingen said his experience 


as mayor of Madison,, with its 
administrative duties proved- a 
big help to him when he assumed 
his 
duties as 
under-secretary 


after Kennedy's inauguration last 
January 20. 


Nestingen 
first 
was 
elected 


mayor in 1956 and, just three days 
before getting ready to file tor a 
third term, he was offered the 
federal position. 


Major Job 


"This is a very interesting 


job," he said. "It is a very major 
job This suits me since before 1 
entered public life I had a real 
interest in such things as welfare 
and education." 


The 39-year-old native of Wis- 


consin, who looks taller than his 
6 feet 2, is the budgetary officer 
for the department. He is also in 
charge of the nine regional field 
offices. He has to see that newly 
enacted legislation affecting the 
department is carried out and he 
looks after youth fitness, migra- 
tory labor and rural development 
programs among many other du- 
ties. 


Asked his appraisal of Ken- 


nedy's performance to date, Nes- 
tingen said: 


"He is doing very well. He is 


proving himself to be -A very 
capable 
individual—under 
most 


difficult circumstances." 


Nestingen was chairman of the 


Kennedy<Kfor President Club in 
Wisconsin and, after the Demo- 
cratic National Convention, be- dollar budget. 


came chairman of the Citizens 
for Kennedy-Johnson in the state. 


Nestingen said he favored Ken- 


nedy's entering the 
Wisconsin 


primary last year even though 
Gov. Gaylord Nelson had wanted 
to avoid any divisions in the party 
by having a favorite-son slate of 
delegates named. 


Primary Win 


Kennedy went on to win th« 


Wisconsin primary by taking six 
districts in the state compared 
with four for Sen. Hubert H, 
Humphrey of Minnesota. 


That set him on the road to his 


eventual nomination. 


Nestingen is a solid backer ot 


the Kennedy program of federal 
aid to education. 


"I feel most strongly about 


this," he said. "There is a limit 
on the taxing powers of stales 
and municipalities. This is tha 
only way that need for education 
can be adequately met. 


"The municipalities are run- 


ning into a real problem in try- 
ing to raise funds for schools and 
to pay teachers salaries. Unless 
the federal government comes 
along, these needs will not ba 
met." 


The Senate has passed the edu- 


cation aid bill and it will coma 
up soon in the House. Nestingen 
said it faces a more severe test 
in the House but he thinks tha 
House will pass it.
